ANNEXATION BILL 
10 BE INTRODUCED 
BY LUTHER STILL 


Resolutions Passed at 
Mass Meeting in East 
Point Object to Present 
Referendum Method. 


Proposal to annex 50 square miles 
of additional territory to the city 
of Atlanta and induct 75,000 new 
citizens before the 1930 census is be- 
gun will be introduced in the Georgia 
assembly by Luther Stull, Fulton 
county member of the _ legislature, 
it was announced Monday night on 
the heels of a mass meeting at the 
Russell High school in East Voint, 
where approximately 1,000 citizens 
from that city, College Park and 
Hapeville opposed the present ref- 
erendum method and sought what they 
termed “a square deal.” 

Mr. Still: declared he would pre- 
semt the paper as passed vy city coun- 
cil by a vote of 25 for and 9 against. 
This measure was approved’ by the 
mayor after he had indicated his opin- 
ion that a separate referendum should 
be held where municipaiities are in- 
volved to ascertain where citizens of 
the cities wish to become residents of 
Atlanta. 

Object to Atlantans Voting. 

Two major developments came from 
the mass meeting. The Lirst was the 
passage of a series of resolutions ob- 
jecting to Atlantans voting on the 
proposition of whether the respective 
municipalities should be inducted and 
the other was authorizaticn of mayors 
of the affected towns to appoint anti- 
annexation committees to act as steer- 
ing committees to fight the ‘“undemo- 
cratic and un-American principle 
which would rob the eitizens of the 
municipalities of the right to govern 
ourselves.” 

“I feel that the measure should go 
to the assembly as adopted by city 
council, and will offer it just as soon 
as the law permits,” Mr. Still de- 
eclared. “If there are any imperfec- 
tions, the assembly should be able to 
correct them. I.am convinced that 
Atlanta’s future as the southern me- 
tropolis will be seriously hampered 
unless some action is taken immedi- 
ately. With this end in view, I shall 
present the measure as it is drawn.”

‘Dr. Wm. S. Thayer Says 


Prohibition of Drink, 
Dress, Religion Has 
Passed All Reason. 


Portland, Ore., July 8.—(4)—An at- 
tack on what he termed the over-regu- 


lation of human life by national legis- 
jation restricting drink, dress and re- 
ligion was made by Dr. William S. 
Thayer, of Baltimore, president of the 
American Medical Association, in his 
address opening the annual conven- 
tion of- the organization here today. 

‘There are lengths beyond which 
a majority may not go. This is no 
longer republican government—it 1s 
tyranny. For the immediate concen- 
trated mass action in time of war, 
such government is necessary. We ac- 
cept it; we demand it. But in time 
of peace we insist on certain local and 
individual liberties which we regard as 
rights. 

' Tyrannical Laws. 

“The congress of the United States 
is not made up of men who desire to 
establish a tyranny. But in certain 
Ways, against the warnings of wise 
and temperate. men they have passed 
laws that may justly be regarded as 
tyrdnnicah”’ 

“As a nation,” said Dr. Thayer, “we 
have of recent years set a rather sorry 
example-in the passage of ill-consid- 
ered and intolerant prescriptions and 
prohibitions which, when applied to 
the country at large, interfere with 
personal liberty.” 

Dr. Thayer said that prohibitive 
laws must be “proper enough when en- 
acted in certain localities where they 
represent the desire of the majority.” 
He said the government of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association is patterned 
after that of the nation. He urged his 


‘audience not to follow “the rather sad 
/example of reckless and 
Pegs _'law making.”

Sacred Rights. 
Concluding his address, Dr. Thayer 
“When in a country like ours, 
the national government attempts te 
legislate for the whole country as to 
what we may or may not eat or drink, 
as to how we may dress, as to our re- 
ligious beliefs or as to what we may 
or may not read, this is to interfere 
with the rights which are sacred to 
every English speaking man.” 

A resolution, growing ont of Dr. 
Thayer’s address, is. expected to be 
considered tomorrow. 

A plea for medical centers owned 
and operated by local medical socie- 
ties where persons of moderate means 
would receive medical aid at a cost in 
keeping with their ability to pay was 
made by Dr. M. L. Harris, of Chicago, 
president-elect, in addressing the con- 
vention. The proposed centers, he ex- 
plained, should be in the nature of pay 
clinics, owned and controlled by the 
profession and should include hospi- 
tals as a part of the general organi- 
zation.

Of $100,000,000 


Senator Myrick’s Paving 
Program Provides for 
Issuance of Certificates 
of Indebtedness.

Confirmation of the appointment of 
Colonel Sam Tate as chairman of the 
state highway board; introduction of 
a senate bill to provide for a $100,- 
000,000 issue of highway certificates 
of indebtedness, und presentation in 
the house of a general sales tax bill 
featured the Monday session of the 


Georgia state legislature. Committees 
of both houses started work during 
the afternoon on numerous bills re- 
ferred to them since the legislature’s 
opening. 

Senator Shelby Myrick, of Savan- 
nah, was author of the second high- 
way finance bill that has been intro- 
duced in the senate. His measure in- 
troduced Monday was supplementary 
to the one presented several days ago, 
and included complete paving pro- 
grams and maps for constructing and 
hard surfacing 24 lines of a county- 
seat road system. 

In the house the following commit- 
tees completed their organization for 
the session: Labor and labor sta- 
tistics, Still, chairman; municipal gov- 
ernment, Sloan, chairman; agricul- 
ture No. 1, Beasley, chairman: Uni- 
versity of Georgia, Thrash, chairman: 
constitutional amendments, McWhor- 
ter, chairman; pensions, Cromartie, 
chairman; fish and game. Golson, 
chairman ; corporations, Walker, chair- 
man; judiciary No. 2. Davis of 
Mitchell, chairman; agriculture No. 
~, Mansell, chairman; hygiene and 
Sanitation, Howard, chairman; high- 
ways, Burch, chairman; judiciary No. 
1, New, chairman; appropriations, 
Alexander, chairman: counties and 
county matters, Andrews, chairman; 
banks and banking, Hightower, chair- 
man, 


Tate Thanks Senate. 


When notified of his confirmation 
by the senate Colonel Tate said he 
had nothing to say at this time ex- 
cept thank the body for approving 
his appointment. 

“I feel deeply indebted to members 
of the senate for indorsing my ap- 
pointment as chairman of the state 
highway board and shall give my best 
service to the state as evidence of 
my tull appreciation of their confi- 
dence expressed by their vote.” Col- 
onel Tate said. 

The sales tax bill, which was out- 
standing among the 58 new measures 
introduced in the house Monday, 
would provide for a levy of one-fifth 
of one per cent on gross retail sales 
of real and personal property, on 
gross receipts from public amusements 
and on gross receipts of public utility 
corporations. A tax of one-twentieth 
of one per cent was prescribed on 
sales hy jobbing and wholesale 
houses, but the proposed levy would 
apply in no case where the gross an- 
nual income from any business does 
not exceed $5,000, 

The bill, which was sponsored by 
Representatives Key, Jasper, and 
others, also authorized exemption from 
the tax in the case of insurance com- 
panies alread? paying a premium tax. 
labor and agricultural societies, mu- 
tual savings banks, fraternal and 
benet societies and various other non- 
profit organizations. 

Tax Commission Urged. 

Representative Key was also joint 
introducer of a measure to create a 
State tax commission of three mem- 
bers to supervise all matters pertain- 
ing to tax assessment, equalization 
and collection. 

Other new legislation included a 
bill to provide that proof of injury 
inflicted by trains or locomotives 
shall be prima facie evidence of want 
of care in their operation; a bill to 
abolish the present game and fish 
board, and a measure seeking an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 for a dormi- 
tory at the Georgia School for the 
Deaf.

San Francisco, July 8—f@— 
Opium valued at approximately $1,- 
000,000 was found late today by Unit- 
ed States customs officials who 
smashed open trunks and suitcases be- 
longing to Mrs. Ying Kao, wife of 
the Chinese vice consul in Sah Fran- 
cisco. 

Three thousand tins of vpiums were 
found in seven large wardrobe trunks 
and four suitcases, which had been 
brought to this city from China by the 
vice consul’s wife. 

Ying Kao, the vice consul, and his 
wife were present as the customs men 
opened the trunks and discovered the 
contraband. 

Seals Are Broken. 

Continuing the investigation over 
the protests of Mrs. Kao’s attorneys, 
Customs Agents John WV. Smith and 
Robert Harris broke the seals which 
under usual procedure passed the 
trunks through the customs without 
a check by officials, and investigated 
the contents of the trunks which were 
held on arrival here from China. 

In addition to the opium, the of- 
ficers said they discovered hundred¢ 
of pieces of expensive silks and fine 
o> upon which no duty had been 

Three pieces of baggage which Mrs. 
Kao claimed were her own personal 
belongings, were not searched, but 
were sealed awaiting word from 
Washington as to their disposal to- 
morrow. 


The search, officials said, culminat-s 


ed a two-year investigaton by Smith 
and special treasury agents, and was 
said to have some connection with the 
arrest and conviction of William 
Rosa, former clerk in the Hawaiian 
United States court, and two wealthy 
Honolulu Chinese. 
Professes Ignorance. 

The search was conducted by per- 
mission of the state department and 
word was awaited here by the col- 
lector of customs as to the disposition 
of Mrs. Kao and her husband, who 
arrived on the scene as olficials were 
opening the trunks. 

Mrs. Kao professed ignorance of 
the contents which she told the offi- 
cers were the property vf friends in 
China, who influenced her to use her 
diplomatic privileges to bring baggage 
into this country. 

At their insistence, she said, she 
procured the certificates of exemption

An expected fight over Governor 
Hardmans list of state appointees 
failed to materialize Monday in the 
' legislature when the senate confirmed 
' the entire list of nominees in execu- 
tive session. Following the recommen- 
dation of the committe? on privileges 
>and elections, the upper house failed 
to reject any of the appointees whose 
sitions had been considered insecure 

y political leaders. Action on only 
one of the names—that of D. A. Fin- 
ley, named for the board of game and 
fish—was deterred. 

A highway finance bill, containing 
complete plans for paving and financ- 
ing a county-seat to county-seat road 
system, was the other feature of one 
of the busiest days the senatorial body 
has seen during the session. Shelby 
Myrick, senator from the first district, 
was the author of the highway bill, 
which succeeds and more completely 
explains 3 similar measure introduced 
by him several days ago. 

Highway certificates of indebtedness 
to the value of $100,000,000 would be 
issued under Senator Myrick’s plan 
to finance the roads system. Super- 
vision of funds would be placed under 
a securities commission appointed by 
the governor, and consisting of one 
member from each state highway di- 
vision and a chairman from the state 
at large. The commission would hold 
office for a five-year term. 


Operation of Plan. 


During its jurisdiction, all impor- | 


fant state arteries would be paved, 
following out the present routes be- 
tween counties, The highway certifi- 
cates would be sold during the five- 
year period, not more than $15,000,- 
) each year for road construction 
and $5,000,000 for county reimburse- 
ments, Interest on them would not ex- 
ceed 4 1-2 per cent. 

The bill provides that all certifi- 
fates would be retired within SO years 
of the date of issue. To insure econo- 
my and wise investment, no certifi- 
cates could be sold until contracts for 
the particular strips of road had been 
let. The bill was introduced as a con- 
stitutional amendment, and requires 
submission to a popuiar referendum. 

The senate also received Monday a 
bill presented by Senator Myrick pro- 
viding that elective officers in towns 
incorporated by superior courts could 
hold office for two-year terms instead 
of the one now required upon yote of 
the town or city affected. The meas- 
ure was referred to the committee on 
municipal government.

ing. Under the terms of the bill all 
concerns erecting outdoor billboards 
or other advertising devices would be 
‘required to secure a yearly license at 
a fee of $100 and would have to secure 
permits for each sign to be erected 
from the state highway board. 


Senator Smith's bill sets the fees 
for each type of sign, and restricts 
districts where they may be erected. 
The measure affects signs with an area 
of more than six square feet. No per- 
mits are to be required of municipali- 
ties, churches or charity institutions. 

A motion for a new trial must be 
heard within. 30 days of filing of the 
bill of exceptions, and may be heard 
by any superior court judge, the sec- 
tions of a bill introduced by Senator 
Matthews previde. Apprlate courts 
must hear appeals within 90 days, 
the bill provides. 

Immediately following the intro- 
duction of bills, the senate moved into 
executive session to hear the report 
of the committee on privileges and 
elections regarding the governors list 
of appointees. It was later announrrc- 
ed that all had been confirmed except 
Mr. Finley, on whose appointment no 
action of any kind was taken. Con- 
trary to expectations, Govefnor Hard- 
man's list did net include the name 
of-a successor to Stanley S. Bennet, 
of the highway board.

Calling for 4,000 miles of paving in

This is the second highway measure 
fo be introduced by Senator Myrick. 
On July IL he introduced a bill pro- 


to be submitted to the people wherein 
$75,000,000 highway certificates for 
read building and paving were pro- 
vided for. and $25,000,000 for reim- 
bursing the counties of the state for 
indebtedness due them by the highway 
department. This first measure also 
contained a provision for $25,000,000 
certificates of indebtedness for educa- 
tional purposes, which feature is now 
omitted from the bill introduced Mon- 
day. 
Distinctions in Bills. 

The main distinction between the 
constitutional amendment on July 1 
and the one introduced Monday is that 
in the former the issuance of certifi- 
cates of indebtedness- for road and 
schools is left to the legisiature if the 
people ratify the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment at the polls, as well 
as the creation of the securities com- 
mission and the exact roaas to be built 
with the funds from the highway cer- 
tificates is not set forta in the bill, 
but is left to the securities commission 
and the highway board.

Of $100,000,000 I ntroduced by Senator Myrick 
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Map showing allocation of paving as provided in the constitutional amendment which Senator Shelby Myrick, of the first 


now amounting te approximately $25,- 
000,000, the most of which represents 
ad valorem bonds issued Jy the several 
counties. 

Creates Commission. 

The measure further sels up a spe- 
cial securities commission, the mem- 
bers of which are to bé appointed by 
the governor with the approval of the 
senate, to handle and disburse all 
funds derived from the certificates of 
indebtedness. These certificates would 
be issued and sold only as needed to 
pay contracts entered into by the state 
highway department and approved by 
the commission. This would mean 
that certificates would not. be sold in 
large lots at one time, but would ve 
offered from month tomouth and from 
year to year only as required to cover 
outstanding commitments. 

Under the provisions of the meas- 
ure the certificates would be retired 
serially over a period of years, the 
annual retirement to begin within six 
years after date of issue, so tbat ne 
retirements would be made until after 
the construction period ‘vas complete 
and the roads paved. Thereafter, the 
full income of the highway depart- 
ment, derived from two and one-half 
cents of the gas tax and the entire 
motor vehicle’ license fees, would be 
devoted to paying interest and amorti- 
zation of the certificates, maintaining 
the system and matching federal aid 
funds, to further extend the system. 

“Counties Exhausted.’ 

“Only by issuing such certificates 
of indebtedness can Georgia hope to 
achieve a completely paved network 
of highways connecting the county 
seats of our state within this genera- 
tion,” stated Senator Myrick. “Of 
the $13,000,000 of income which went 
to the highway department last year 
$2,000,000 came from the counties, 
and this source of income has now 
been drained dry. The counties are 
exhausted, so far as further contribu- 
tion to state highways is concerned. 
This would leave only $11,000,000 in 
the future to pay administrative ex- 
penses and maintain our present sys- 
tem (now wholly inadequately main- 
tained) and pave the roads. ‘We are 
paving around 200 miles per year at 
present. 

“Nor can we afford to adopt the

| “What we must do, in order to 
lift Georgia out of the mud and set

“In this way the gas tax remains 
as at present, the counties and schools 
get their present share, we get a 
real system of county seat to county 
seat paved highways, and at the same 
time repay the counties for the money 
already advanced to allow them to de- 
velop their important secondary road 
system on a dependable basis. __ 

“By setting up a special commission 
to handle all funds derived from the 
sale of certificates and by giving this 
commission full power to disburse 
these funds for the best interests of 
the state at large, upon the recom- 
mendation of the highway depart- 
ment’s engineers, the interests of the 
people of the state are fully protected 
so that they may get a dollar’s worth 
of paving for every dollar expended.” 

The constitutional amendment also 
provides fully for the roads that are 
to be paved. The measure contains a 
map showing the location of the 4,000 
miles of roads proposed, as well as 
a definite statement as to the location 
of each route proposed. The state-

Waupaca, Wis., July 8.—(United 
News.)—Even though electric utility 
mergers make for greater economy of 
operation, the loss to the public is 
greater than the benefits derived, Sen- 
ator George W. Norris of Nebraska 
said here today.

Emergency. 


Rome, July 8.—(#)—Colonel Wil- 
liam L. Grayson, commander-in-chief 


of the United Spanish War Veferans, 
in an address here today befofte the 
Georgia department of the veterans, 
declared that “the idea of a referen- 
dum in national. defense emergency 
seems to be devoid of patriotic thought 
and lacking in earnest desire to pro- 
tect eur cherished ideals and institu- 
tions.” 

Colonel Grayson’s remarks in this 
connection were his reply to efforts 
to have the state legislature support 
“proposals of those who may be unin- 
tentionally and innocently sponsoring 
a movement . . who would destroy 
and lay prostrate our nation.’’- He 
said the legislature’s action in declin- 
ing to support the “proposals” was 
“in keeping with the traditional. de- 
fensive purpose and protective thought 
of the patriotic people of the great 
state of Georgia.” 

Colone] Grayson went into the rec- 
ord of the Spanish war veteran, saying 
that he “never asked anything of con- 
gress” until 20 years after the emer- 
gency in which he served. The first 
appeal for aid, the commander-in-chief 
declared, was in 1918, when “care for 
the widows and orphans of our com- 
rades who had passed into the Great 
Beyond” was requested. 

He pointed to the prevalence of dis- 
ease in the camps of the army dur- 
ing the war with Spain, saving that 
the rate of disease and injury was 
greater to those who served in this 
'war than in any conflict in which this 
country was ever engaged. 

Recounting some of the conditions 
combatted by men serving in Cuba 
and other localities in that war, he 
referred to the “bully beef” scandal, 
the lack of medicine, antiquated guns 
and “equipment unfitted for the trop- 
ics.” Colonel Grayson declared “ev: 
ery man who came home at some time 
suffered from disease or injury caused 
by that service.” 

“If we had vocational training,” he 
said. “our men would not now be de- 
pendent, but would have taken advan- 
tage of that opportunity and been edu- 
cated in some useful pursuit at the 
expense of the government.”

Using an active future option | 
and ignoring minor fluctuations, we | 
find that the movements since the 
January low of $1.16 have been as 
follows: Up 15 cents, down 5 1-2 
cents; up 9 cents, down 8 cents; up 6! 
cents, down 16 cents; up 7 cents. | 
down 31 cents: up 15 cents, down 7 | 
cents, and finally up 14 cents. The| 
last figures are for June 24. Since! 
transactions can be made with a mar- | 
gin as small as $250 a contract, each | 
fluctuation of % cents means a loss or | 
gain of the full marginal requirement | 
of $250. 

At the time of writing, the trend | 
is upward. The preceding decline had 
largely Reuisated the tremendous car- | 
ryover. The period of crop scares has 
arrived, and a good one was launched 
in June. Such a rapid rise could 
easily go too far. thus necessitating aj 
eorrecting reaction, but on the whole 
the major decline is over. A _ sus- 
tained rise must be based on crop re- | 
ductions: in several countries such a 
development is a distinct possibility. 
Weather conditions must be watched 
in Canada, in particular. as absence of 
subsoil moisture makes frequent rains '

Dozen Issues Share Rise 
In Spite Call Money Jump 


New York, July 8&—(P)—High- 
priced specialties furnished the fire- 
works in today’s advance on the curb 
exchange. Gains ranged up to 45 
points and a dozen issues in various 
sections of the list broke through to 
record high prices. The advance of 
call money from the 7 per cent re- 
newal rate to 9 brought out 
profit-taking in the afternoon and 
prices at the close were slightly under 
the best levels of the day. 

Although good gains were registered 
in the utility group. attention Was 
centered in the specialties. Aluminum 
Company, controlled by the Mellons, 
opened at 395 and climbed to 400 1-2, 
a record high for all time and an ad- 
vance of more than 100 points in 
three trading sessions. ‘Saturday this 
stock closed at 355. The low price 
for this year is 146. This company 
being the sole producer of aluminum 
in the United States is sharing in 
the aviation industry's expansion. 
Aluminum, Ltd., Canadian subsidiary, 
ran up 25 points to a new top at 
190.

The Mellon stocks had a good day, 
as Gulf Oil, controlled by them, get 
up to 184 3-4 and closea at 184 1-8 
for a net advance of 6 1-2. The high 
price for Gulf is 189 and the low 
price is 142 1-8. Reports have long 
been current in Wall Street of this 
company becoming the nucleus of a 
major grouping of oil companies. The 
rest of the oils were strong in the 
face of increased produc‘ion in Okla- 
homa as well as California, with the 
prospects of a revision of crude prices 
downward unless a curtailment agree- 
ment is reached. 

Transcontinental Air Transport, co- 
incident with the establishment of its 
air-rail service across the country, 
moved up to a new high at 335 5-8 
and closed at 32 3-4 for a net gain of 
11-8. Fokker dropped 1 1-4 on an- 
nouncement New York Central, in 
conjunction with Western Air Ex- 
press, was to start a transcontinental 
service with Fokker planes. 

United States Finishing moved up 
to a new high at 148 3-8 and closed 
at that figure for a net rally of 2 1-2.

New York, July 8.—The raw angar mar- 
ket was firm today. with both refiners and 
operators participating in the buying. An 
early sale of 18,000 bags of Cuban wae re. 
ported at 3.82 duty paid. Later business 
was estimated at 225.000 bags, which in- 
cluded Ceban, Porto Ricos, and some Philip- 
pines and 3.000 bags ef Cubas for July- 
August ehipment to a refiner, and 15.000 
bags of Porto Ricos for July-August ship- 
ment and 70,000 bags of Philippines for 
July arrivals to America, all at 3.83. 

Reflecting the firmer tone of the spot 
market. futures opened firm at net advances 
of 1 to 3 points. The trade. Wall Street and 
Europe were credited with the early buying. 
Further advances followed on support in 
September credited to Canadian financial 
interests. Representing the lifting of hedges 
against sales of the actual slight reactions 
developed following the advance’ under scat- 
tered profit-taking, but the undertone re- 
mained steady. During the day, howerter, 
Wall Street commission houses, European 
interests and producers were credited with 
fairly steady buying: The close was firm 


at net advances of 3 to 6 noints. with the 
day's turnover placed at 147.550 tons. Cles- 
ine quotations were: Jnly 2.02: September

}foreign central bankers then in con- 
ference here, to make money here eas- 
ier to help export gold for currency 
stabilization abroad: He believes that 
a mistake was made by our federal 
reserve board in creating artificial 
conditions; that a mistake is always 
made by creating artificial conditions 
in the money market. 

We lost $500.000,000 gold in the 
movement artificially started two 
years ago, this banker believes, before 
it had been determined how much 
credit this country with its expanding 
industrial plans would need; he be- 
lieves the higher stock price wild 
since July, 1927, are the natural re- 
sult of our industrial expansion. The 
strained credit conditions created here 
by the loss of $500,000,000 gold were 
not expected by either the federal re- 
serve board or even such experienced 
Wall Street bankers as President 
Mitchell. of the National City, who 
predicted then that we could lose $1.,- 
000,000,000 gold without disturbing 
our credit structure. The unnamed 
banker talked with today expects us 
to continue to import gold on and off 
until the mistake is corrected of hay- 
ing. exported $500,000.000 net begin- 
ning two years ago. He believed that 
gold imports by us will continue off 
and on until money here gets suffi- 
ciently easy to permit a resumption of 
foreign borrowing here through the 
sale of securities.
